ELLIS FAINTS ON 
STAND AT TRIAL 
FOR SLAYING WIFE 


Falls From Chair Under Cross- 
Examination and Head Strikes 
Judge’s Bench. 


DEFENDANT THREATENED 


Father-in-Law Hysterically De- 
nounces Him—Swears He 
Will Kill Him, 


CHICAGC, Feb. 28—Dramatic in- 
cidents followed each other in quick 
succession today at the trial of Wil- 
liam Cheney Ellis, a rich Cincinnati 
business man, charged with the mur- 
der of his wife in a hotel here in 
October, following her alleged con- 


fession that she loved another andl 
had ceased to love him. 


Ellis crumpled under the fire of 
cross-examination by .the prosecutor 


and fainted, striking his head against 
the Judge's desk. 

A few woments after he had been 
revived, his father-in-law, Robert 
Hosea, aged 75 years, entered the 
courtroom and, mistaking a Cincin- 
nati lawyer, a witness for Ellis, for 
the defendant, exclaimed: 

“Get out of my sight, you dog, or 
I will kill you.” 

The man whose identity was mis- 
taken was a friend of Hosea and had 
advanced to shake hands with him. 

Ellis had replied vaguely to several 
questions about what happened when 
the detectives found him with the body 
of his wife, and Judge Petit checked 
him and ordered that he respond clear- 
ly. S80o0n after Ellis turned pale and} 
sank down in his chair. 

Ellis just had repeated his first state- 
ment, made on the day of the killing, 
that he and his wife had made an agree- 
ment to die together. 

“She agreed to die with me. She said 
we would both be better off dead,”’ he 
said. ‘“‘Mrs. Ellis and I went to our 
room together. She said thut she knew 
she was doing wrong, but she couldn’t 
help it. I thought of everything good 
in my life going away from: me. I saw 
my home, wife and children vanish as 
if in a vision.”’ 

Here his yoice grew faint and he fell 
egsinst.the Judges.desk xrd-—the pro- 
ceedings were stopped while he revived. 

“f don’t want this jury to think I 
said anytiing against my wife,” cried 
Ellis in the course of the cross-ex- 
amination of Prosecutor Malato, who | 
demanded of him if he had not at- 
tempted to blacken his wife's char- 
acter to save his IHife. 

“My wife was a good woman,” 
said. “She was a pure woman. I don't 
care whether this goes against me 
in this trial or not.” 

“Was your statement after the kill- 
ing that your wife was the purest 
woman in the world, and that you had 
no reason to be jealous true?’ asked 
Malato. 

“It was.” 

“Why did you tell police officers 
that business troubles caused you to 
try to commit suicide?” 

Wanted te Protect Wife. 

“Tl wanted to protect my darling 
wife's name.” 

‘Did you protect her name when 
you told this story of her infatuation 
for Cauldwell?” 

“No,” faltered Ellis. 

“When you told the police your 
wife committed suicide you said she 
was a g00d woman?’’ 

“T said that and I say it again,” 
shouted Ellis rising to his feet. 
“There are w .e things a man wants 
to hide for’ ae protection of his 
wife’s honor and his children. I was 
in no condition then to know what I 
was saying, but that was true. My 
wife was a good woman. I am not 
trying to get sympathy from the 
jury.

KISSING CHARGE 


MADE 


She Is Now on Stage in New 
York as “Millionaire’s Bride,’’ 
Petition States. 


Richard J. Howard of 5159 Waterman 
avenue, through his attorney, William 
G. Morgan, filed suit in the Circuit 
Court, Saturday, to divorce his actress 
bride, Dorothy Dale Howard, whom he 
married in New York, Dec. 15, and 
from whom he separated in St. Louis 


just a month later. Mrs. Howard now 
is in New Yorkin a “two-a-day” act 
in vaudeville, 

The petition constitutes one of the 
longest bills of divorce grievances filed 
here in recent years. 

It recites chronologically the alleged 
actions of Mrs. Howard since she sep- 
arated from the husband at the Amer- 
ican Hotel in St. Louis, Jan. %§, until 
Tuesday, indicating she had constantly 
been under surveillance of private de- 
tectives, 

It is recited that Howard and Miss 
Dale were wed by the Rev. G. OC. 
Haughton at the Little Church Around 
the Corner in New York, on Dec. 15, 
that they subsequently came- to St. 
Louis, where Howard's family resides, 
and went to live at the Windermere 
Hotel. It sets forth that Mrs. Howard 
refused to live at the Windermere and 
Caused her husband to take her to the 
Amierican, where they separated Jan. 15, 

From then on the petition gives vir- 
tually a day-to-day narrative of the al- 
leged coming and going of the actress- 
bride, 

Alleged Cafe Visits. 

It Is alleged in the petition that she 
associated with men unknown to How- 
ard in the rathskeller of the American 
Hotel and in other public cafes, greatly 
to his humiliation. After her departure 
to New York about two weeks from the 
time of the separation, it ts set forth 
that Mrs. Howard went to live at 144 
West lorty-fourth street. 

She is alleged to have visiféf nightly 
numerous.cafes.in..New Y¢@.k and to} 
have associated with many men. 

Her recent arrest along with that of 
ber press agent also is set forth in the 
petition, which recites that Mrs. How- 
ard has entered into a contract with 
%‘ne Hammerstein to appear in vaude- 
ville, that numerous pictures of her 
are Gispliayed in the lobby of the theater 
uneer the caption, “The Millionaire’s 
bride.”” 

When she left St. Louis, it is allered 
in the petition that a man accompanied 
her to the station and kissed her gvod- 
by in the Pullman. It also recites that 
a man kissed ner in Central Park, New 
York, on the night of Feb. 15. 

“Millilonatire’s Bride.’ 

It is also recited in the petition that 
Mrs. Howard visited, in the company of 
other men, Henry’s Chop House, the 
Lovers’ Club and Maxim’s cafe, and 
that on several occasions, while at 
these places, she become intoxicated 
and loud and botsterous. 

The charge also ‘is made that when 
Mrs. Howard learned her husband was 
not as wealthy as she had been led to 
believe, she entered upon a systematic 
campaign to achieve all the publicity 
possible in order to go on the stage 
as ‘“‘the millionaire’s bride.”’ 

Howard is the son of Mrs. Edith P. 
Howard, and the grandson of one of 
the founders of the Evens & Howard 
Fire Brick Co. About a year ago he 
received an inheritance of $65,000, after 
which he went abroad. In Paris he met 
Miss Dale. He followed her to London 
and from there to New York, where 
the marriage took place. 

Coincident with hwr departure from 
St. Louls, Mrs. Howard filed suit against 
her husband for maintenance in the sum 
of $500 a month, alleging that he had 
registered her at the American Hotel 
and wilfully abandoned her. Deputy 
sheriffs searched for Howard for several 
weeks, and obtained service on him but 
a few days ago in the office of hig. at- 
torney in the Merchants-Laclede Build- 
ing. 

Alleges She Smoked. 

The petition alleges that on 
dates between Jan. 16 and Jan. 26 Mrs. 
Howard appeared with men in the 
American Hotel rathskeller and that she 
drank and smoked cigarettes there and 
joined in boisterous conversation and 
F£OngS. 

It is alleged that on the night of Jan. 
16 she and two men in the rathskeller 
were so boisterous that it Was necessary 
to call a policeman to quiet them. On 
Jan. 19, it is charged, she walked in a 
public street with a man and openly 
manifested great love and affection for 
him, 

Howard alleges that on the night of 
Jan. 2 his wife was at the Falstaff Inn 
with two men and that she drank and 
amoked cigarettes there.

The first. indictment In the attempted 
bribery of Klug was returned last sum- 
mer against Leonard A. Holdenréid of 
2008 South Jefferson avenue. Klug testi- 
fied that Holdenreid offered him $500 
to vote for the tax rate bill. 

Holdenreid later confessed to ,the 
grand jury that he was acting for Krats 
in attempting to bribe Klug. He said he! 
had been working for Kratz, who told 
him that he wished to get Kliug lined 
up for the tax rate increase bill, 


Holdenreid said he was drinking and 
agreed to undertake to carry out the 
bribery plot. He took the $500 to the 
city hall, he said, and offered it to 
on who recnes’ to receive it. Later 


Klug went: with him to yoterle 2254 
he said, where the offer was wed. 

Holdenreid disclaimed having any in- 
terest in the bribery whatever. His 
story was told to the October grand 
jury, of which Charlies F. Wenneker

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—How-+.Col 
George W. Goethals was chosen to su- 
pervise the digging of the Panama Canal 
was told last night by Former President 
Taft in an address before the National 
Geographic Society. The formther Presi- 
dent declared that he recommended Goe- 
thalg to Roosevelt, then President; and 
that the appointment followed immedi- 
ately. | | 
. Taft declared that he believed Goetlials 
should be left where he was, in the kind 
ef work which he liked and that some 
other man should be chosen for the po-/| 
lice commissionership in New York. He 
recommended Capt. Harbord of the 
United States Army, former Chief of the 
Philippine Constabulary for that place. 

Taft, in a pleasant mood, said that 
“the direct influence of President Roose- 
velt was the great power that brought 
us victory” in the fight for a lock in- 
stead of a sea-level canal. 

Brave Men Before Armageddon. 

‘Referring to the contest in Congress 
to get indorsetment of the lock type of 
canal, Taft, who asserted that he acted 
as “parliamentary whip on that particu- 
lar fssue,”’ said: 

“We hear a good deal today about the 
overgrown executive power, but there 
were ‘brave men before Armageddon,’ " 
he said. “But no one will ever know, 
except those who were engaged, how 
close the fight*was and how uncertain 
the regult.”’ 

Following the retirement of Engineer 
Stevens, in charge of the work on the 
isthmus, the former President said that 
“Mr. Roosevelt and I concluded that we 
ought to avail ourselves of the services 
of that able, patriotic corps, the army 
engineers, who hed had greater civ!!

Would Be Folly, 
Says Taft. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23. 


RMER President Taft, in his 
- address here last night before 
the National Geographic So- 
ciety, had the following to say on 
intervention: 

“The situation is in such a condi- 
tion that it will be improper for 
me to comment on it, except to say 
this: That those who lightly look 
forward to intervention afe either 
utterly. regardless of the loss of. 
life and the expenditure of im- 
mense treasure, or else they don’t 
know what armed intervention on 
the part of this Government in 
Mexico will mean. 

“Those of us who have nad éex- 
perience in the tranquilization of a 
tropical country, with a people not 
very different from Mexicans, who 
take naturally to guerrilla warfare, 
and who would rather fight than 
work, that is, would rather fight 
and run than work, know the diffi- 
culties that an army would have 
to meet to accomplish the only 
purpose that we would have in go- 
ing in, to wit, the bringing about 
of law and order. It would involve 
the garrisoning with a sufficient 
force of every town. It would in- 
volve the organization of columns 
to chase the guerrillas into their 
mountain fastnesses and across 
trackless desert plains and the sub- 
jugation of 15,000,000 of people. 

“I don’t know when we would 
get through: oh, I don’t know how 
many lives it would involve; I don’t 
know how much it would cost, but 
I do know it would be a drag 
upon us, and when we had gotten 
the thing done, the future would 
still be doubtful and still be a 
charge and a burden upon our 
Government and upon our treasury. 
I do not speak thus positively with- 
out some knowledge of the sub- 
ject. No effort ought to be omitted 
to prevent a catastrophe like this.’’

murder in the first degree last night, 
for poisoning her husband and sen- 
tenced to die in the electric chair in 
the week of April 5, was awakened by 
Sheriff Dempsey before sunrise this 
morning. At 6 o’clock her ‘five sons 
were brought into the cell to see her. 
None but little Francis, 13 years old. 
showed any grief at parting. At 7 o’clock 
Mrs. Buffum was started on her trip to 
the death house at Auburn prison. 


Before leaving the jail, Mrs. Buffum 
asked that Frahm be sent to her. She 
warned him to “keep his back up’’ and 
“don’t let Cole break you.” 

All during the night the pale- 
faced, sullen woman had been carefully 
guarded in her cell to prevent her from 
attempting suicide, but her iron nerve 
remained unbroken. She relies on the 
lencouragement from her counsel, Patrick 
S. Collins, who told her last night aft- 
er she had been sentenced: 

“Don’t worry now; keep quiet and 
leave it all to me. You will never die 
in the electric chair.”’ 

Collins will ask the Court of Appeals 
to order a new trial. 

The trial of Ernest Frahm, Mrs. Buf- 
fum’s alleged accomplice in the murder, 
will begin in a few days. 

Jury Was in Doubt. 

A majority of the jurors is said to 
have voted for conviction from the first 
ballot. Four were for conviction of 
murder in lesser degree. 

The jury returned for 
once during the five hours. 

“We wish to know,” asked Juror

Judge Brown referred them to his 
charge outlining what the law required. 
That did not satisfy them. 

‘There is one point on which we have 
grave doubt,” Gere continued. “We 
have doubts about the methods used to 
get the confession.” . 

At the request of Patrick S. Collins, 
counsel for Mrs. Buffum, the Court, at 
this juncture, charged that 

“If the statement obtained at Niagara 
Falls were vitiated by illegal means, 
the presumption of law is that the sub- 
sequent confession would have the same 
taint unless the contrary clearly ap- 
peared.”’ 

Says Threatsea Were Used. 

Justice Brown said that the death of 
Laura Buffum of poisoning after the 
similar death of her father, could be 
considered only as it fllustrated the 
symptoms of poisoning and its effect 
on the human system. 

Attorney Collins in hfs plea for ac- 
quittal insisted that the confession had 
been obtained by threats, drink, per- 
sistent hounding by the private de- 
tectives and through fake telegrams 
and letters. He maintained that Willie 
Buffum had a suicidal tendency, & 
mind deranged by drink, and had him- 
self cau his own death and the sick- 
ness of his family, which had carried 
off also two of the children. 


Special Prosecutor Cole ridiculed the 
‘idea of suicide and insisted that the 
man’s death had been planned by a 
woman infatuated with a young farm- 
er, Ernest Frahm, her alleged accom- 
plice. 

Willis Buffum, who was 54 years old 
and a farmer, became ill ‘n July of last 
year and died Aug. 27. Dr. Marshall L. 
Hillsman told Mrs. Buffum her husband 
had died from either alcoholism or ar- 
senic poisoning. She said it was tha 
former, and that he drank great quanti- 
ties of whisky. In his statement to the 
Frosecutor, Dr. Hillsman said he told 
Mrs. Buffum one day her husband might 
linger for months. Twenty-four hours 
later he was dead. 

Hardly had Willis Buffum been buried 
when the 10-yearwld daughter, Layra, 
became. violently ill. She was followed 
by her brothers, Clarence and Herbert, 
and later by Francis. All showed symp- 
toms that marked the fllness of their fa- 
ther. 

Growing suspicious, Dr. Hillsman 
called a consultation with several doc- 
tors, and finally advised District Attor- 
néy Cole that Willis Buffum had died 
of arsenical poisoning and his death 
should be investigated.

DRASTIC MILK MEASURE 
PASSES COUNCIL, 10—1 


Bill to Be Before Mayor Kiel 
Wednesday Provides Li- 
; -cense System. 

The Council passed the pure milk bill 
Friday by a vote of 10 to 1, and it will 
be before Mayor Kiel next Wednesday 
for his promised approval. The bill 
passed unanimously in the House. of 
Delegates a month ago, wien. recom- 
mended by Dr. R. EB. Owen, Chairman 
of the Sanitary Affairs Committee. 

The ordinance establishes a drastic 
licensé system under which the Board 
of Health will have power to revoke 
the license of any retailer of milk in 
St. Louis who handles impure milk. It 
authorizes the board to refuse a license 
to any dealer who accepts milk from 
dairly farms outside the city limits 
which refuse to permit thoreugh insnec- 
tion of cattle and stables by city au- 
thorities. 

A number of dairymen who oppose the 
bill appeared at the Counvil meeting 
Friday to urge amendments canceling 
the power to revoke licenses, and ex- 
empting ‘‘fresh milk’’ from pasteuriza- 
tion. Attorney W. L. Bohnenkamp head- 
ed the delegation, which called upon 
Mayor Kiel after being rebuffed in the 
Council. Mayor Kiel heard the argu- 
ments, but declared he believed the 
measure reasonabie and woulc sign the 
bill.

considered as the lines of said con- 
necting railroad for the purpose of 
securing the sameness of rates on pas- 
sengers, freight and express as herein- 
before provided. : 

“Section 5. No railroad having a per- 
mit to use the municipal bridge sh-1) 
use said bridge in the transportation of 
passengers, freight or express matter 
for any other company or individuals 
engaged in the forwarding or transpor- 
tation of passengers, freight or express 
matter if charges or rates for such pas- 
sengers, freight or express matter shall 
in effect violate the provision of this 
ordinance.” 

Facts as to Condemnation. 

Philip W. Haberman, attorney for the 
Alton & Mississippi, in the published 
statement, declared the company filed 
a condemnation suit to take the strip 
of land staked out by the city for the 
eastern approach merely to protect St. 
Louis from other railroads. 

This suit was filed while the city was 
preparing its own condemnation suits 
and investigating the titles to the pieces 
of land required. The fact is 
that the Alton & Mississippi Co. 
attempted to seize the land the city 
would require for the eastern approach, 
and that while its condemnation pro- 
ceeding still was pending it attempted to 
intervene in a suit filed by the city tu 
condemn land owned by the Southern 
Railway Co., setting up the pojnt that 
St. Louis had no right to condemn dand 
in Illinois. It also raised this same 
point in the Latinette suit, which it 
defended and carried to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 


The Citizens’ Free Bridge Committee, 
in its petition to the Municipal Assem- 
bly, quoted a statement from the IIli- 
nois Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion to the effect that if Scherrer’s con- 
demnation suits had succeeded St. Louis 
would have been put out of business so 
far as the building of an East Side ap- 
proach was concerned. 

The grade crossings referred to by 
Haberman, in his statement, do not 
exist on the Reber approach, nor the 
extended Reber approach. The entire 
railroad system of Hast St. Louis is on 
grade. If the city of East St. Louis 
should ever abolish grade crossings it 
would be the railroads themselves that 
would have to elevate. As the bridge 
approach will be carried entirely across 
East St. Louls as an elevated struc- 
ture the future policy of East St. Louis 
with respect to grade crossings would 
have no effect whatever on the ap- 
proach.

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INSISTS DEWEY 
TALKED OF WAR 


Von Diederichs Uses 11,000 
Words in Describing Incident 
for Official Paper. 


By Associated Presa. 
BERLIN, Feb. %.—Admiral von Died- 


erichs replied in print today to’ the 
statements made by Admiral Dewey re- 
garding the exciting incidents between 
the American and German naval com- 
manders in Manila Bay during the 
Spanish-American War. 

The reply is published in the official 
Marine Rundschau and is spread over 


11,000 words. It contains the report of 
the visit made to Admiral Dewey July 
10, 1898, by the then Flag Lieutenant, 
Von Hintz, who is now German Minis- 
ter to Mexico. It is evident from this 
report that Admiral Dewey threatened 
the Germans with war if they did not 
cease their interference with the block- 
ade regulations and if they refused to 
permit the Americans to make the in- 
quiries necessary to establish the iden- 
tity of neutral warships. 

Von Diederichs says: 

“Admiral Dewey gradually talked 
himself into a passion. He said: “Why, 
I shall stop every vessel, whatever may 
be her colors. And if she does not stop, 
I shall fire at her. And that means 
war, do you know, sir.” When the 
phrase, ‘if Germany wants war,’ etc., 
occurred again, I took my leave. 

“I was under the impression that this, 
in itself trivial, incident put a match 
to a mass of explosives which long had 
been accumulating in Admiral Dewey's 
mind from suspicion, rumor and news-; 
paper ‘reperts."’ 

The remainder of Admiral voa-Dieder- 
ichs’ statement is virtually a repetition 
in expanded form of the interview he 
gave to the Associated Press a few 
days ago.
